narth Writes of Horrors in 
Venezuela.' 


"Everything I wrote in the 


letter was the (ruth. I said 
that Venezuela had a revolu- 
tion in 1945, which it did, and 
he accused me of trying to 
[tart another one. 


"I wrote that Venezuelan 


baseball fans were very critic- 
al. Ho said I called them 
'murderers and cut-throats.' I 
only mentioned that fans arc 
searched for weapons when 
they enter a ball park. 


"The owners of the club I 


played for, the Valencia In- 
dustriales, are h u m o r o u s 
characters. One has a wooden 
leg, the other a knife scar on 
his throat. They used to sit in 
the dugout 
during 
games, 


something American owners 
never do. 


"I thought this was kind of 


funny. This columnist in Ca- 
racas said I was making fun 
of the handicapped." 


The night the story came 


out, Bearnarth was scheduled 
to pitch in a home game. A 
teammate told him he was in 
for trouble. 


"The fans rip you apart if 


you don't do well," Bearnarth 
said. "So I figured I'd give it 


all I had to keep them off my 
back. 


"The score was 0-0 in the 


bottom of the third. I was 
pitching well. They hadn't got 
on me—yet. Then when thev 
announced my turn at bat, 
they went berserk. 


"They spit on me. They 


called me tiUhy names. They 
threw garbage at me. Then I 
struck out. 


"In the sixth—it was still 


0-0—-I was getting mad as 
hell, but I \\as thinking on 
every pitch. I wasn't about to 
make a mistake. 


"In the bottom of the sixth 


I led off with a single. We 
scored five runs. Still they 
screamed at me. 


"I was fuming. I've never 


been so mad. In the top of the 
ninth, I was thinking so hard 
I had every pitch going right 
where I wanted it. 


"I got two men out. I had 


a three-hit shutout going. I 
had two strikes on the batter. 
The next pitch had to be 
perfect." 


Bearnarth's fast ball was 


perfect. Right into a shouting,

first. 


"I hit a guy right between 


the eyes," he said. 


Suddenly, silence. All you 


could hear, Bearnarth said, 
was the umpire running out 
to tell him to get out of there. 


"Which is what I did. As 


fast as I could go. I ran into 
the clubhous3 and locked both 
doors. 


"The mob was right on my 


heels. They just about had the 
doors caved in when I heard 
the sirens."

NEW YORK (AP) -Boosting 
e interest rate on U.S. saving 
bonds is in part a necessity and 
in part a drive to raise the fed- 
eral debt in the form least likely 
to feed inflation. 


The U.S. Treasury's necessity 


arises from, the drop in sales of 
E & H bonds in recent weeks 
and the rise in redemptions of 
bonds already held by the pub- 
lic. In 1%5 sales slipped by 2.7 
per cent from 1964. But in De- 
cember sales were 11 per cent 
below those of a.year ago. 


At an interest rate of 3% per 


cent, paid since 1959, the bonds 
couldn't compete with returns 
that the small Investor could get 
from several other forms of 


savings. Ami in recent weeks 
institutions offering. th§se other 
forms - commercial banks, 
mutual savings banks, savings 
and lean ablations •* have 
been spiritedly competing to 
lure savings their way by rais- 
ing still higher the mterest o r 
dividend they will pay. 
The need b raise the federal 


debt - and to make such an 
increase as uninflatlonary as 
possible — is deaf. 
Even the most optimistic view 


of the forthcoming adminis- 
trative budget Is that theree will 
be yet another Treasury deficit. 
And the more comprehensive 
cash budget, including Income 
and outgo for such agencies as 
Social Security and highways, is 
too iffy this far in advance of 
the 1967 fiscal year to insure the 
Treasury against the need to 
sell more securities to keep its 
cash till from being empty.

and she cries sometimes. But 
she holds her head high and 
looks forward to a time when 
the nightmare will end and she 
will become a mother, too. 


If one is Danny Mossier, 14, 


he discovers who are his real 
friends. And he faces the stares 
of some and says, "I'm a Mos- 
sier and proud of it." 


Martha and Danny and their 


brothers, Chris, 12, and Eddie, 
11, are the adopted children of 
Jacques Mossier, the rich bank- 
er who was killed June 30, 19G1, 
in a Miami apartment. 
Their blonde second mother, 


Candace Mossier, is on Lrial fur 
her life, charged with his mur- 
der. 


When the four slender, hand- 


some children walked into the 
apartment that night to find the 
body of Mossier pierced by 39 
stab wounds, they experienced 
for the second time the shock of 
a 
beloved 
parent's 
violent 


death. 


In 1957, similar violence had 


exploded in their home in Chica- 
go, when they were very young. 
Their father, Leonard Glenn, 
shot their mother to death to 
free her, he said, of evil spirits 
and he killed their baby brother, 
Alexander. 


Then Glenn, now an Illinois 


mental patient, took his four 
surviving children on a wild 
ride through a blizzard, uniil his 
car stuck in a snowdrift and 
police were able to close in for 
the rescue. 


When 
J a c q u e s Mossier 


learned that the four were to 
become wards of the state, he 
offered to take them. Others 
also came forward, but only 
Mossier wanted them all. 


Despite the shock and the 


grief of two family tragedies, 
Martha, Danny, Chris and Ed- 
die remain remarkably strong 
and well adjusted. 


Martha, a tall girl with strik- 


ing good looks and long dark 
hair that hangs to her shoul- 
ders, smiles as she talks of her 
plight. 


But her eyes mist when she 


says: "Some people I thought 
were my friends treat me now 
like I was something from outer 
space. 
But they aren't real 


friends unless they stick with 
you. We didn't do anything." 


When 
Mrs. Mossier 
came 


from her palatial Houston home 
to stand trial, she transferred 
the children to a private school 
in Miami. Bui they tailed lu naj 
the anonymity they had sought.

Eddie said, "I made some new 
friends in Mianu t...a cu'iytlmy 
seemed 
fine. But when they 


found out I was a Mossier, they 
weren't my friends any more."

family of eastern Arkansas— 
"Red Bill", Samuel and Wil- 
liam. 


Together, they represent one 


century of service in the min- 
istry, being commemorated this 
year. 


"Red Bill' was the Rev. Wil- 


liam M. Watson, who began in 
.1886 as.a Methodist circuit rider 
serving 
communities 
in 
the 


Paragould area. He got his 
nickname from his red hair. 


He served as a confederate 


soldier in the Civil War and 
once dressed a fellow soldier in 
lady's clothing so he could go 
into Northern occupied Jones- 
boro to report on the number 
of troops in town. 


The Rev. Samuel G. Watson, 


born in Gainesville in Greene 
County, followed in his foot- 
steps. He is 79 years old now 
and lives in Paragould. 


The Rev. J, William Watson, 


now paster of the Forrest City 
Methodist Church, carries on 
the family tradition of service 
to the ministry. 


The city of De Queen has a 


problem—a "house without a 
home." 


Worse, it is the house of 


Santa Claus, which has served 
the community the past two 
Christmases. 


After Santa departed the first 


year, the handsome structure 
was stored in the exhibit build- 
ing at the county fairgrounds.

how to get to a slam this 
way.

Volunteers

ST. LOUIS, Mo. (AP) — Vol- 


unteer workers have made al- 
most a million packages of can- 
dy to help win the war of the 
children in Viet Nam. 


About 175 employes of Sun- 


line, Inc., a St. Louis candy 
manufacturer, worked 12 hours 
without pay Saturday because 
of a request from the United 
States Information Agency and 
U.S. Army Maj. Donald W 
Cameron, an adviser at Thu 
Due, South Viet Nam. 


"I worked because I felt that 


if one little child was helped I 
was well paid," said volunteei 
Mrs. Earl Wood of suburban 
Webster Groves. 


Spokesmen said the company 


shipped 
about three 
million 


packages of its candy to South 
Viet Nam several months ago 
for distribution. Doctors ground 
it up with aspirin to make the 
medicine more palatable for the 
Vetnamese children. 


The candies are penny-sized, 


fruit-flavored tablets packaged 
in foil. 


Cameron wrote: "This small 


act of kindness brought happi- 
ness to many, many children, 
some of whom had never before 
received a gift. If you decide to 
send another shipment, the chil- 
dren of Thu Due would be most 
grateful if you would consider 
them."
